This  guide  lists  Cook  County  waters  open  to  public 
fishing,  and  also  the  location,  size,  depth  and  principal 
kinds  of  fish  in  each  water  area.  Where  available,  public 
transportation  is  also  noted. 

A  publication  “Fishing  Guide  to  the  Forest  Preserve 
District  of  Cook  County”  and  depth  contour  maps  of 
many  lakes  in  the  Forest  Preserve  District  are  available 
upon  request  from:  Cook  County  Forest  Preserve  District, 
Conservation  Department,  536  N.  Harlem  Ave.,  River 
Forest,  Illinois  60305. 

FISHING  REGULATIONS 

The  Forest  Preserve  District  works  with  the  Illinois 
Department  of  Conservation  to  provide  quality  hook  and 
line  fishing.  Nearly  all  State  rules  and  regulations  hold 
true  for  fishing  in  the  preserves.  One  exception  is  that  bow 
and  arrow  fishing  for  rough  fish  is  not  permitted  in  the 
preserves.  Also  waters  in  the  forest  preserves  are 
designated  FISH  PRESERVES  —  fishermen  are  limited 
to  two  lines  with  no  mo^  than  two  hooks  per  line  and 
no  trolley  lines. 

A  valid  Illinois  hook  and  line  fishing  license  is  required 
except  for  persons  that  are  under  16,  disabled  or  blind, 
or  over  65  years  of  age.  In  addition,  anyone  required  to 
have  a  valid  fishing  license  must  have  a  State  trout  and 
salmon  stiunp  when  fishing  for  trout  withing  the  Forest 
Preserve  District  trout  lakes. 

There  are  no  State  regulations  on  daily  limits,  length 
limits  and  closed  seasons  concerning  fishes  found  in  forest 
preserve  water,  excluding  three  exceptions.  These  are:  no 
more  than  6  largemouth  bass  or  smallmouth  bass, 
regardless  of  size,  may  be  taken  in  one  day;  no  more  than 
3  northern  pike  may  be  taken  in  one  day  (and  these  must 
be  24  inches  long,  or  longer);  and  no  more  than  5  trout 
may  be  taken  in  one  day.  Use  of  minnow  seine  is  not  allow¬ 
ed  except  in  the  Des  Plaines  River  for  bait  collecting. 

Special  Forest  Preserves  Regulations  regarding  size 
limits  on  bass  and  walleye  are  also  imposed  on  designated 
waters  of  the  District  and  these  special  rules  will  be  posted. 
These  experimental  regulations  are  to  prevent  the  excessive 
removal  of  undersized  bass  and  walleye,  and  to  improve 
the  fishing  thru  protection  of  our  major  predator  fish. 
We  ask  the  fishing  public  to  respect  and  obey  these  regula¬ 
tions  on  lakes  so  posted. 

Ice  Fishing  is  permitted  on  designated  forest  preserve 
lakes  during  winter  months  when  the  ice  hais  become  four 
or  more  inches  thick.  Public  announcements  are  made 
in  the  news  media  when  conditions  permit  such  fishing 
and  which  lakes  are  open  during  each  year. 

ILLEGAL  ACTIONS 

It  is  unlawful  to  release  any  fish  (including  minnows 
or  goldfish)  in  any  Cook  County  waters,  except  in  the 
waters  from  which  they  are  taken,  without  having  first 
secured  permission  from  the  Conservation  Department 
of  the  Cook  County  Forest  Preserve  District. 

It  is  illegal  to  abandon,  deposit  or  throw  away  any  wire, 
can,  bottle,  glass,  paper,  trash,  rubbish,  cardboard  boxes, 
wood  cartons,  trees,  parts  of  trees,  brush  or  other  insol¬ 
uble  material  (including  animal  or  vegetable  material)  into 
the  waters  or  on  the  ice  of  any  waters  of  the  County,  or 
in  any  place  on  the  bank  of  waters  in  the  County,  where 
it  shall  be  liable  to  be  washed  into  the  waters  by  storms, 
floods,  or  other  causes. 

BOATING  REGULATIONS 

No  private  watercraft  are  allowed  on  Chicago  Park 
District  Lagoons  or  on  Cook  County  Forest  Preserve 
District  waters,  except  as  listed  below  under  BOATING 
WATERS.  (No  private  watercraft  permitted  on  District 
waters  overnight.  No  outboard  or  electric  motors  allow¬ 
ed  on  District  waters  except  as  listed.)  ACCEPTABLE 
WATERCRAFT  AS  PER  CURRENT  FOREST 
PRESERVE  DISTRICT  REGULATIONS.

SPORT  FISHING  AWARDS 

Rules 


1.  Fish  must  be  legally  caught  by  pole  and 
line  from  Illinois  waters.  Fish  caught  by 
trotline,  jugs,  bank  poles,  nets,  seines, 
and  snagging  are  ineligible. 

2.  Fish  caught  from  fee  fishing  areas  are 
not  eligible. 

3.  The  fish  must  be  weighed  in  the 
presence  of  two  witnesses  (not  rela¬ 
tives)  and  should  be  weighed  to  the 
nearest  ounce  on  scales  legal  for  trade. 
(Grocer  scales,  butcher  scales.) 

4.  The  total  length  of  the  fish  must  be 
measured  to  the  nearest  1/8  of  an  inch. 
The  total  length  is  from  the  snout, 
mouth  closed,  to  the  end  of  the  tail. 
Persons  who  think  they  have  a  state 
record  fish  must  have  it  positively  iden¬ 
tified  by  a  Department  of  Conservation 
Fishery  Biologist. 

A  clear,  black  and  white,  lateral  view 
photograph  of  the  fish  must  accompany 
the  entry.  The  Department  of  Conserva¬ 
tion  must  have  permission  to  publish 
the  photograph. 

The  Illinois  Department  of  Conservation 
reserves  the  right  to  investigate  and 


check  the  identification,  the  methods 
used  in  catching  and  the  accuracy  of 
measurement  and  weight  before 
accepting  the  entry.  The  Illinois  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Conservation  also  reserves  the 
right  to  reject  any  entry. 

8.  All  entries  must  be  submitted  within  90 
days  of  being  caught.

Fishery  biologists  attach  tags  to  many  fish  to  determine 
harvest  rates,  movement,  mortality  rates,  and  growth.  The 
tags  are  usually  placed  on  the  jaw  or  gills,  or  near  the  dor¬ 
sal  fin.  If  you  catch  a  tagged  fish  of  legal  size,  please  return 
the  tag  to  the  address  printed  on  the  tag  if  the  fish  is  kept. 
If  the  fish  is  released  in  good  condition,  leave  the  tag  in 
the  fish  but  report  the  information  on  the  tag.  Informa- 
nrequ  Mncii;*  pecies  caught,  date  caught,  loca- 
whv  -.ug.V  ,  length,  weight,  tag  color  and  tag 
imber.  help  will  make  fishing  in  Illinois  even 
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Where  prizes  are  offered  for  tagged  or  marked  fish, 
a  permit  is  required  by  the  Department  of  Conservation 
for  the  following  water:
